The Biggest Christmas 
The rush is on! The ex perts 
predict that this will be the big­ 
gest Christmas, ever. By "big­ 
gest” they mean, of course, that 
there will be more dollars spent 
and more packages wrapped and 
more mail moving than any pre­ 
vious y ear in the history of our 
country . The mounting size of 
Christmas, in this sense, means 
that more nerves are going to 
be fray ed, more people wearied 
by the mad scramble to buy 
gifts; more folks are going to be 
grateful when Christmas Day 
really arrives. Not because of its 
deep heart meaning, however, 
but rather because its arriva 
brings another gruelling ordea 
of hectic day s to a close—at 
least for a twelvemonth. 
Christmas ought not to be 
something which gives us joy be­ 
cause it is over. Yet how many of 
us, after going through another 
mad whirl of gift-giving, will not 
settle back in the easy chair with 
a deep sigh of relief on Decem­ 
ber 26th and say —inwardly if 
not 
audibly : 
"Thank 
heaven 
that’s over for another y ear!” 
Nothing could be a surer sign 
that we have had the tiniest kind 
of a Christmas than that. By 
substituting the word "Christ­ 
mas” for “Nature” in some of 
Wordsworth’s lines we can point 
up a mighty truth without tam­ 
pering with the poet’s intention: 
"The World is too much with 
us; late or soon. 
Getting and spending, we lay 
waste our powers; 
Little we see in Christmas that 
is ours.” 
The dollar sign has so dwarfed 
Christmas that for thousands 
and thousands of people there 
isn’t any . It has been lost under 
a counter or between a growing 
stock of packages in some secret 
drawer or cupboard. 
Now I’m going to stick my 
neck way out! (Do y ou see any 
nice sharp hatchets all poised; 
waiting for a good opportunity ?) 
I wish we could have pictures of 
the Christ Child hung over our 
streets instead of pictures of 
Santa Claus. I wish the mer­ 
chant’s eagerness to sell, which, 
of course, is teamed up with the 
customer’s mad scramble to buy , 
could somehow be replaced by 
that pure desire which the shep­ 
herds and the wise men had to 
find* the real meaning of Christ­ 
mas. 
I really think it would be an 
enriching social ex periment, with 
inner benefits that could never 
be measured, if we transferred 
the dizzy whirl of gift-giving— 
with all it entails of rush and 
weariness; and the low estate of 
the pocketbook the day after 
Christmas—to some other sea­ 
son of the y ear. Have that part, 
say , in February or October. 
Then, having all of that commer­ 
cial distraction out of the way , 
may be we would have the time 
and the energy and the deep, 
pure desire to find the real big­ 
ness of Christmas.

‘The World is too much with 
us; late or soon. 
Getting and spending, we lay 
waste our powers; 
Little we see in Christmas that 
is ours.” 
The dollar sign has so dwarfed 
Christmas that 
for thousands 
and thousands of people there 
isn’t any. It has been lost under 
a counter or between a growing 
stock of packages in some secret 
drawer or cupboard. 
Now I’m going to stick my 
neck way out! (Do you see any 
nice sharp hatchets all poised; 
waiting for a good opportunity?) 
I wish we could have pictures of 
the Christ Child hung over our 
streets instead of pictures of 
Santa Claus. I wish the mer­ 
chant’s eagerness to sell, which, 
of course, is teamed up with the 
customer’s mad scramble to buy, 
could somehow be replaced by 
that pure desire which the shep­ 
herds and the wise men had to 
find* the real meaning of Christ­ 
mas. 
I really think it would be an 
enriching social experiment, with 
inner benefits that could never 
be measured, if we transferred 
the dizzy whirl of gift-giving— 
with all it entails of rush and 
weariness; and the low estate of 
the pocketbook the day after 
Christmas—to some other sea­ 
son of the year. Have that part, 
say, in February or October. 
Then, having all of that commer­ 
cial distraction out of the way, 
maybe we would have the time 
and the energy and the deep, 
pure desire to find the real big­ 
ness of Christmas.

THE PURPOSE OF the study 
wag to determine the influence 
of reading in the home, on read­ 
ing in school and to discov er 
ways in which home and school 
can work together to make bet­ 
ter readers. 
A surv ey was made of pupils 
in the sixth grades of Schools 3 
and 4 and in the George Wash­ 
ington School. Miss Sadie Feld­ 
man, Mrs. Katherine Abemethy, 
Miss Isabel Moeslein and Miss 
Mary Young assisted in this sur­ 
v ey. 
Important among the many 
findings was the effect of reading 
to children in early years in the 
home. Children who were habitu­ 
ally read to by their parents, in 
general dev eloped into better 
readers in school. 
OTHER FINDINGS 
resulted 
in Miss Polhemus suggesting sev ­ 
eral ways in which school and 
home can work together to make 
better readers. Alhough the ar­ 
ticle is written primarily for 
teachers it is also of interest to 
parents.

THE WORDS OF SCHARY 
As mu ch as Dore Schary , the mov ie man, I 
object to all forms of censorship bu t I reserv e my 
inalienable rig ht to stay at home, to av oid seeing 
pictu res that I do not wish to see, and the rig ht 
to tell all and su ndry why I prefer my home to 
a mov ie-hou se'bn a particu lar occasion. 
Schary ’s qu arrel is with the bishops of the 
Roman Catholiq Chu rch who list as objectionable 
certain motion pictu res. Of this, Dore Schary 
said: 
“Certainly the Cstholic bishops hav e a perfect 
rig ht to criticize and to g o on a cru sade ag ainst 
what they believ e to be morally objectionable. 
We pan hope, howev er, that they will jrespect ou r 
rig hts to make mov ies as we see fit.” 
Of cou rse, Dore Schary has “the rig ht” to 
make whatev er mov ies he sees fit to make, as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the 
states where they are shown. If he wishes to en­ 
g ag e in that kind of bu siness, it is his inalienable 
rig ht. Bu t I also hav e the rig ht to keep my dollar 
in my pocket and not g iv e it to Mr. Schary or 
any one else if I disapprov e of the pictu re, its 
theme, its produ cers, its actors, or any phase of 
it. Ju st as no one can prev ent Schary from pro­ 
du cing what he chooses to produ ce becau se this is 
a free cou ntry , so nobody can force me to permit 
my children to pay my money to see what I do 
not believ e is g ood for them. 
In the cu rrent mammalian contest which 
characterizes this motion pictu re indu stry , cows, 
it wou ld seem to me, wou ld be more fitting 
actresses than hu mans. For what the produ cers 
seem to wish to ex hibit are su perior bov ine char­ 
acteristics. If it is necessary for a man to make 
money by su ch ex hibitions, why not g lorify the 
State Fair? 
Too many of those who are alway s talking 
abou t their own civ il rig hts forg et that othei's 
also possess civ il rig hts. Too often the civ il rig hts 
shou ters call u p the law to restrain others from 
ex ercising their civ il rig hts. Too often the entire 
su bject is associated with dollar profits. And the 
motion pictu re and radio-telev ision indu stries are 
u ndu ly v u lnerable becau se they earn so mu ch of 
their profits 
from 
children—cu stomers, 
teen 
ag ers. as they now call themselv es, bu t children, 
nonetheless, who are g enerally protected by a law 
ag ainst the impairment of morals of minors. 
Leg ally , each parent is a responsible and an ac­ 
cou ntable g u ardian for each child, and sex edu ca­ 
tion need not come from the screen any more 
than ou t of the g u tter. 
Therefore, if Catholic bishops or Protestants 
or Jews or any body thinks that a pictu re can do 
ev il to the y ou ng , they are oblig ated by ev ery 
moral consideration to say so and to keep chil­ 
dren away from su ch a pictu re. The civ il liberties 
are on this side as mu ch as on the side of licen­ 
tiou sness for profits. And there is nothing that 
Schary or any one can do abou t it, becau se the 
g u idance of the parent, the teacher and the minis­ 
ter will prev ail ov er bov ine press ag entry , par­ 
ticu larly , if the price of admission is to come from 
the parent. 
Mr. Schary also is reported by the “New’ York 
Times,“ to hav e said: 
“Catholic standards in reg ard to div orce are 
v ery rig id and I believ e that accou nts for the in­ 
crease in B. classified films.” 
Does Mr. Schary deny the rig ht of any chu rch 
to take a position on the moral su bject of div orce 
w’hich has cau sed su ch social dislocations in ou r 
era? 
Tru e, other faiths do not take as rig id an atti­ 
tu de. A fu nction of any chu rch is to determine its 
stand on moral issu es. Islam and Bu dahisni, for 
instance, accept plu ral marriag e, in some form, 
as moral; a Mohammedan may hav e fou r wiv es 
and a Bu ddhist may hav e as many as his finances 
permit; the Jews u sed to practice poly g amy bu t 
the decision of the rabbis has been that the law 
of the land is to be followed. In the Catholic 
chu rches, and here I u se the plu ral, for it has 
been so with the Ang lican as with the Roman, 
div orce has been frowned u pon as immoral and 
the ru le has been adhered to. 
Wou ld Mr. Schary shift the responsibility for 
moral law from the chu rch to the bu siness office 
of a motion pictu re company ?

A STRANGE SILENCE 
When the United States ex ploded a 
hy drogen bomb in mid-Pacific, v ehement 
shouts of protest went up from many neu­ 
tralist quarters around the globe. It was 
an outrage, they said, and all further test­ 
ing ought to be halted. 
Our position in the matter was not helped 
by the fact that J apanese fishermen were 
operating on the fringes of the bomb dan­ 
ger zone and some were affected by the 
radioactiv e fall-out. 
Now the Russians hav e ex ploded a hy dro­ 
gen dev ice. Though not as large as ours, it 
has produced a considerable fall-out on 
J apan proper and has led to increased 
radioactiv ity in the air ov er such European 
cities as Paris. 
The question is: Where are the protests? 
J apan has protested, true, but the neu­ 
tralists hav e for the most part been discreet­ 
ly silent. There is no wringing of hands 
ov er the unhappy circumstances of the 
J apanese who hav e been subjected to a fall­ 
out whose source was much closer than 
the American ex plosion. 
Perhaps the gullible neutralists accept 
the Russian contention that the Reds would 
not test such a weapon if we did not. By 
that reasoning, the whole thing once more 
would become our fault. 
That’s pretty thin stuff, since heretofore 
the Russians nev er hav e shown any dis­ 
position to limit either arms 
or arms tests 
in accord with what the rest of the world 
w as doing. 
It may be enough to satisfy the neutral­ 
ists, howev er, for they don’t need much en­ 
couragement to ex cuse the Russians and 
blame us. It nev er occurs to them to ac­ 
knowledge that we may hav e to test nu­ 
clear weapons because the Russians hav e 
an army big enough to ov errun Europe if 
we did not pose that huge threat

MISERY OF BEING OLD AND IGNORANT 
Ov er three hu ndred y ears ag o an essay was 
written by a philosopher named Owen Feltham on 
‘The Misery of Being Old and Ig norant.” The last 
two words are the important ones becau se, as will 
be seen, Feltham had the sag e idea that if the 
old man has wisdom and learning he can alway s 
amu se himself, and he can be g ood company to 
his friends. If he is stu pid and u nlearned, he will 
be a bore not only to others bu t to himself as 
well. 
Following is a brief resu me of the essay in 
modem spelling . 
“Since old ag e is not only a cong reg ation of 
diseases bu t ev en a disease in itself, and that in­ 
cu rable sav e by death, the best thing nex t to a 
remedy is an abatement of the malady . When 
infirmities are g rown habitu al and remediless, all 
we can do is to g iv e some respite and a little alle­ 
v iation, that we may be less sensible of the smart 
and iting they smite u s with. And what thing is 
there that can so qu alify a man ag ainst the 
breaches and decay s that ag e makes in him, as 
Knowledg e, as stu dy and meditation? With this 
he can feast at home alone and pu t himself into 
w hatev er company that best shall please him, with 
y ou th’s v ig ou r, ag e’s g rav ity , or beau ties’ pleas­ 
antness, as he likes. It makes him not u npleasing 
to the y ou ng , rev erenced by ag e, and belov ed by 
all. He that can read and meditate need not think 
the ev ening long or life tediou s. It is at all times 
employ ment fit for a man. 
“Bu t ig norant old ag e is the worst pictu re 
that Time can draw of man. Tis a barren v ine in 
au tu mn, a map of mental weakness, not pleasing 
to others bu t a bu rden to himself. His ig norance 
condemns him to idleness, which to the activ e 
sou l is more irksome than any employ ment. What 
can he do when streng th of limbs shall fail and 
the g u st of’pleasu re which helped him misspend 
his y ou th, throu g h time and lang u id ag e shall be 
blu nted and du ll? Abroad he cannot stir to par­ 
take of the v ariation of the world; nor w’ill others 
be fond of coming to him when they shall find 
nothing bu t a man composed of diseases and com­ 
plaints that for want of knowledg e hath not dis­ 
cou rse to keep reason company . 
“Dou btless were it for nothing else, ev en for 
this is learning to be hig hly v alu ed, that it makes 
a man his own companion withou t either the 
charg e or the cu mber of company . He needs 
neither be oblig ed to hu mor nor eng ag ed to flat­ 
ter. Knowledg e is the g u ide of y ou th, to manhood 
a companion, and to old ag e 
a cordial and an anti­ 
dote. If I die tomorrow’, my life today will be 
somewhat sweeter for knowledg e.” 
It is amazing to hear adv ice like this from a 
sou rce three hu ndred y ears ag o when the av erag e 
life span was less than half what it is now. Now 
we know that the majority of u s will be faced 
with sev eral y ears in which v e will likely not be 
activ ely working . MEny companies and org aniza­ 
tions are try ing to help oldsters plan these last 
few y ears so that they will not be thou g ht of as 
wasted. Abov e is a plan, av ailable to all who read, 
to make ou r last few y ears a pleasu re and not a 
bu rden.

The traditional campaig n calls 
for train trips or plane trips, 
talking * to crowds at whistle- 
stopg or in au ditoriu ms. There 
wou ld be ex ertion, if only in try ­ 
ing to make himself heard, in 
climbing steps, and in shaking 
nu merou s hands. 
WHILE GOING throu g h all 
that, Eisenhower wou ld hav e this 
additional bu rden, one his oppo­ 
nent wou ldn’t share: He’d still be 
President and hav e to carry on 
his du ties of that job at the same 
time.

THE WORD* OF SCHARF 
As much ss Dore Schary, the movie man. I 
object to all forms of censorship but I reserve my 
inalienable right to stay at home, to avoid seeing 
pictures that I do not wish to see, and the right 
to tell all and aundry why I prefer my home to 
a movie-house on a particular occasion. 
Schaiy's quarrel is with the bishops of the 
Roman Catholic Church who list as objectionable 
certain motion pictures. Of this. Dore Schary 
said: 
“Certainly the Catholic bishops have a perfect 
right to criticize and to go on a crusade against 
what they believe to be morally objectionable. 
We pan hope, however, that they will respect our 
rights to make movies as we see fit.” 
Of course, Dore Schary has 
‘the light 
to 
make w hatever movies he sees fit to make, as 
long as they do not conflict with the laws of the 
states where they are show n. If he w ishes to en­ 
gage in th at kind of business, it is his inalienable 
right. But I also have the right to keep my dollar 
in my pocket and not give it to Mr. Schary or 
anyone else if I disapprove of the picture, its 
theme, its producers, its actors, or any phase of 
it. Just as no one can prevent Schary from pro­ 
ducing what he chooses to produce because this is 
a free country, so nobody can force me to permit 
my children to pay my money to see what I do 
not believe is good for them. 
In 
the current mammalian contest which 
characterizes this motion picture industry, cows. 
it would seem to me, would be more fitting 
actresses than humans. For what the producers 
seem to wish to exhibit are superior bovine char­ 
acteristics. If it is necessary for a man to make 
money by such exhibitions, why not glorify the 
State Fair? 
Too many of those who are always talking 
about their own civil rights forget that othei-s 
also possess civil rights. Too often the civil rights 
shouters call up the law to restrain others from 
exercising their civil rights. Too often the entire 
subject is associated with dollar profits. And the 
motion picture and radio-television industries are 
unduly vulnerable because they earn so much of 
their 
profits 
from 
children—cuatomei-s. 
teen 
agers, as they now call themselves, but children, 
nonetheless, who are generally protected by a law 
against the impairment of moi als of minors. 
Legally, each parent is a responsible and an ac­ 
countable guaidian for each child, and sex educa­ 
tion need not come from the screen any more 
than out of the gutter. 
Therefore, if Catholic bishops or Protestants 
or Jews or anybody thinks that a picture can do 
evil to the young, they are obligated by every 
moral consideration to say so and to keep chil­ 
dren away from such a picture. The civil liberties 
are on this side as much as on the side of licen­ 
tiousness tor profits. And there is nothing that 
Schary or anyone can do about it, because the 
guidance of the parent, the teacher and the minis­ 
ter will prevail over bovine press agentry, par­ 
ticularly. if the price of admission is to come from 
the parent. * 
Mr. Schary also is reported by the “New York 
Times.” to have said: 
“Catholic standards in regard to divorce are 
very rigid and I believe that accounts for the in­ 
crease in B classified films.” 
Does Mr. Schary deny the right of any church 
to take a position on the moral subject of divorce 
which has caused such social dislocations in our 
era? 
True, other faiths do not take as rigid an a tti­ 
tude. A function of any church is to determine its 
stand on moral issues. Islam and Budahism, for 
instance, accept plural m arriage, in some form, 
as moral; a Mohammedan may have four wives 
and a Buddhist may have as many as his finances 
permit; the Jews used to practice polygamy but 
the decision of the rabbis has been that the law 
of the land is to be followed. In the Catholic 
churches, and here I use the plural, tor it has 
been so with the Anglican as with the Roman, 
divorce has been frowned upon as immoral and 
the nile has been adhered to. 
Would Mr. Schary shift the responsibility for 
moral law from the church to the business office 
of a motion picture company?

A STRANGE SILENCE 
When the United States exploded a 
hydrogen bomb in mid-Pacific, vehement 
shouts of protest went up from many neu­ 
tralist quarters around the globe. It was 
an outrage, they said, and all further test­ 
ing ought to be halted. 
Our position in the matter was not helped 
by the fact that Japanese fishermen were 
operating on the fringes of the bomb dan­ 
ger zone and some were affected by the 
radioactive fall-out. 
Now the Russians have exploded a hydro­ 
gen device. Though not as large as ours, it 
has produced a considerable fall-out on 
Japan proper and has led to increased 
radioactivity in the air over such European 
cities as Paris. 
The question is: Where are the protests? 
Japan has protested, true, but the neu­ 
tralists have for the most part been discreet­ 
ly silent. There is no wringing of hands 
over the unhappy circumstances of the 
Japanese who have been subjected to a fall­ 
out whose source was much closer than 
the American explosion. 
Perhaps the gullible neutralists accept 
the Russian contention that the Reds would 
not test such a weapon if we did not. By 
that reasoning, the whole thing once more 
would become our fault. 
That’s pretty thin stuff, since heretofore 
the Russians never have shown any dis- 
I>osition to limit either arms or arms tests 
in accord with what the rest of the world 
was doing. 
It may be enough to satisfy the neutral­ 
ists, however, for they don’t need much en­ 
couragement to excuse the Russians and 
blame us. It never occurs to them to ac­ 
knowledge that we may have to test nu­ 
clear weapons because the Russians have 
an army big enough to overrun Europe if

That Body of Yours

MISERY OF BEING OLD AND IGNORANT 
Over three hundred years ago an essay was 
w ritten by a philosopher named Owen Feltham on 
“The Misery of Being Old and Ignorant." The last 
two word* are the im portant ones because, as will 
be seen, Feltham had the sage idea that if the 
old man has wisdom and learning he can always 
amuse himself, and he can be good company to 
his friends, lf he is stupid and unlearned, he will 
be a bore not only to others but to himself as 
well. 
Following is a brief resume of the essay in 
modem spelling. 
“Since old age is not only a congregation of 
diseases but even a disease in itself, and that in­ 
curable save by death, the best thing next to a 
remedy is an abatem ent of the malady. When 
infirmities are grown habitual and remediless, all 
we can do is to give some respite and a little alle­ 
viation. that we may be less sensible of the sm art 
and sting they smite us with. And w hat thing is 
there that can so qualify a man against the 
breaches and decays that age makes in him, as 
Knowledge, as study and m editation? W ith this 
he can feast at home alone and put himself into 
whatever company that best shall please him, with 
youth’s vigour, age’s gravity, or beauties' pleas­ 
antness, as he likes. It makes him not unpleasing 
to the young, reverenced by age, and beloved by 
all. He that can read and m editate need not think 
the evening long or life tedious. It is at all times 
employment fit for a man. 
“But ignorant old age is the worst picture 
that Time can draw of man. T is a barren vine in 
autumn, a map of mental weakness, not pleasing 
to others but a burden to himself. His ignorance 
condemns him to idleness, which to the active 
soul is more irksome than any employment. W hat 
can he do when strength of limbs shall fail and 
the gust o f'pleasure which helped him misspend 
his youth, through time and languid age shall be 
blunted and dull? Abroad he cannot stir to par­ 
take of the variation of the world; nor will others 
be fond of coming to him when they shall find 
nothing but a man composed of diseases and com­ 
plaints that for want of knowledge hath not dis­ 
course to keep reason company. 
•‘Doubtless were it for nothing else, even for 
this is learning to be highly valued, that it makes 
a man his own companion without either the 
charge or the cumber of company. He needs 
neither be obliged to humor nor engaged to flat­ 
ter. Knowledge is the guide of youth, to manhood 
a companion, and to old age a cordial and an anti­ 
dote. If I die tomorrow, my life today will be 
somewhat sw eeter for knowledge." 
It is amazing to hear advice like this from a 
source three hundred years ago when the average 
life span was less than half what it is now. Now 
we know that the m ajority of us will be faced 
with several years in which vve will likely not be 
actively working. Many companies and organiza­ 
tions are trying to help oldsters plan these last 
few years so that they will not be thought of as 
wasted.

peared certain of boosting its 
seats in the 122-member House 
of Representatives to 71, with 
four seats still doubtful. At this 
stage, the opposition Laborites 
headed by Dr. Herbert Evatt 
had won only 47. 
In the last 
Parliament of 121 seats, the gov­ 
ernment held 64 seats against 
Labor’s 57. 
MORE THAN. FIVE million 
Australians, who faced a two 
pound ($4.75) fine if they failed 
to vote, went to the polls in 
sweltering heat, with tempera­ 
tures rocketing above the 9 5 
mark. It was one of the quietest 
elections the country has ever 
seen. 
The liberal-dominated coalition 
government called the election 
for Parliament two years ahead 
of the constitutional deadline in 
a tactical move against 
the 
Laborites. The odds favored a 
gain in strength for Prime Min­ 
ister Robert G. Menzies’ govern­ 
ment which held a 7-seat ma­ 
jority in the old House of Rep­ 
resentatives. The House has 121 
voting members. 
In the 12 polling hours, about 
5,171,000 Australians were ex­ 
pected to ballot. First arrivals 
at the polls were mainly young 
people, prodded by Australia’s 
compulsory voting law and anxi­ 
ous to get away for a weekend 
at resorts in this “down under” 
country’s warm season.
